Canning of Newton Limavady, that he suspects that his niece Martha 
Loudin, being a Protestant Dissenter, was illegally married to William Quigley, a Roman 
Catholic, on or about 29th October last past, by one Hagan, a Popish priest, and officiating 
curate at the Roman Catholic Chapel of the Roe Mill ; and said Martha Loudin and 
William Quigley, having been duly summoned to appear before us, and appearing on the 
22d November 1824, did refuse to be examined as the statute requires, having no lawful 
impediment to justify such refusal. 



Now we hereby authorize you to receive and keep in safe custody the bodies of said 
Martha Loudin and William Quigley in your gaol, for the space of three years, without 
bail or mainprize, unless they shall sooner submit to be examined as aforesaid, before 
some of His Majesty’s Justices of the peace for said city and county, and shall enter into 
a recognizance to appear and prosecute at next General Assizes for said city and county, 
such person or persons as shall appear by such examination to have offended, contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of an Act, passed in the 12th Geo. I. c. 3.
